Brown's Crossing wells getting a makeover 


WILMINGTON - Work on 
the Brown’s Crossing Well 
Field began this week. 

“The Brown's Crossing Well 
Field is the town’s oldest well 
system. The station is not 
running at anywhere near 
capacity due to the wearing 
down of the wells and 
screens, and sediment build- 
up in the lines. Originally 
built in 1927, the equipment 
has reached the end of its 
useful life. 

The well field currently: has 
approximately 20 four-inch 


wellheads, all of which are 
located within wetlands and 
will be decommissioned. 
Those will be replaced with 15 
six-inch wellheads and one 
18-inch wellhead. All of the 
new wellheads will be placed 
outside of the wetlands, 
which will provide access for 
future maintenance without 
disturbing wetland areas. 
The pumping station, which 
is located inside the Water 
Department building, will be 
replaced with a modern,

Clapboard brings house back in history 


WILMINGTON - 
Renovations and rehabilita- 
tions of the Butters 
Farmhouse are proceeding, 
and the work is beginning to 
raise some eyebrows, 

Passersby will notice that 
the familiar wooden shingles 
that had encased the house 
are being replaced by clap- 
board, and some residents 
are questioning the historic 
authéaticity of clapboard on 
the structure. None of those 
concerned citizens, however, 
were there helping William 
Butters peg timbers when he 
built the house in 1682. In 
point of fact, the clapboard is 
bringing the house more in 
line with its original design 
and look than it has been for 
many years. Removal of 
some of the faded wooden 
shingles revealed the original 
siding, which was - you 
guessed it - clapboard. 

Clapboard siding is made 
from wedge-shaped boards, 
which are designed to overlap 
each other to protect the 
structure from the weather. 
‘The use of clapboard siding is 
associated especially with

WILMINGTON - Entering 
his junior year of high school, 
Daniel Fitzgerald has a great 
story for that old school 
assignment “What I Did On 
My Summer Vacation.”

Without 
exception, everyone has con- 
fessed that they love getting 
these unexpected whimsical 
offerings.» 

It was in the early 1980s that 
I discovered The’ Letter 
Exchange, a magazine for let- 
ter writers. Not your typical 
looking magazine, it was 
small, like a booklet, with a 
construction-paper cover, a 
kind of literary pen-pal peri- 
odical - no personal ads, no 
prisoner ads, just the plea- 
sure of conversation through 
the mail, initially with 
strangers, A forwarding ser- 
vice kept everyone's true 
identity and address private 
until two people felt they 
wanted to write directly to 
each other, 

There were over thirty won- 
derfully interesting cate- 
gories, for example: insights, 
nature, pets, seniors, politics, 
collector’s corner, daily life, 
to name just a handful. The 
most curious, ghost letters, 
asks for conversation 
between historical or fictional 
characters, responding as if 
you were that person. In case 
you’re wondering, I pretend- 
ed to be Margaret Mead. 

I loved reading The Letter 
Exchange. The ads were so 
amusing and intriguing, some 
only two or three words: 
“misery loves company” or 
“charcoal retains heat” or 
“wise at fifty-one” or “nailed 
shut” (taken from the last 
issue). I would burrow into a 
corner of some coffee shop 
and read cover to cover, cir-

MassDEP penalizes developer 
$149,010 for failing to correct 
repeated wetlands violations 


The Hanover Company, must stabilize the site and restore damaged area 


BOSTON The 
Massachusetts Department of 
Environmental Protection 
(MassDEP) has penalized the 
Hanover Company $149,010 for 
Wetlands violations at The 
Lodge at Ames Pond, a 364- 
unit residential apartment 
development on a 53-acre site 
in Tewksbury. Inspections of 
the site determined that work 
done by the development 
company led to repeated dis- 
charges of silt and sediment 
into Ames Pond and border- 
ing vegetated wetlands, 

Beginning on July 27, 2009, a 
third-party environmental 
monitor hired to inspect the 
project on behalf of the 
Tewksbury Conservation 
Commission and other 
inspectors first noted a 
breach from one of two 
stormwater detention basins 
specifically constructed to 
control runoff from the site. 
Over the next eight months, 
despite repeated attempts by 
the monitors and 
Conservation Commission 
asking the developer to 
address these runoff prob- 
lems at the site, there were 14 
reported discharge violations 
to nearby resource areas that 
were the result of inadequate 
site stabilization and 
stormwater control 

“There was a clear pattern 
of noncompliance by the 
Hanover Company by first 
ignoring the state wetlands 
laws and regulations, then 
ignoring the Order of 
Conditions that the 
Tewksbury Conservation 


Commission issued to 
approve the project, and then 
ultimately even ignoring the 
reports from an environmen- 
tal monitor who was hired 
specifically by the company 
to inspect the site,” said 
Richard Chalpin, director of 


MassDEP's Northeast 
Regional Office in 
Wilmington. 


In the wake of repeated vio- 
lations, the Tewksbury 
Conservation Commission 
requested MassDEP to 
inspect the site, which was 
done on March 16, 19 and 29. 
MassDEP at that time 
observed persistent problems 
in the ability to control runoff 
and discharge from the pro- 
ject site, and that it had 
resulted in sedimentation 
from the site filling and alter- 
ing approximately 4,000 
square feet of Ames Pond and 
1,500 square feet of bordering 
vegetated wetland. 

MassDEP then issued on 
April 9, 2010, a unilateral 
cease-and-desist order to the 
Hanover Company, which the 
company appealed. Under a 
settlement agreement 
announced recently, both the 
Hanover Company and 
MassDEP have agreed that 
the company will stabilize the 
site, submit a plan to restore 
the damaged area, and pay 
$112,005 of the penalty. 
MassDEP has agreed to sus- 
pend the remaining $37,005 if 
the site is in compliance after 
five years. 

MassDEP is responsible for 
ensuring clean air and water,

a large population on the out- 
skirts that live in dire pover- 
ty. ‘These are the people 
Daniel Fitzgerald worked 
with, They have come to San 
Bartolo from the mountains 
and were given this land by 
the government as a place to 
live. Described as a shanty- 
town, it is called Invasion by 
the locals since they consider 
that this population has 
invaded the area. The homes 
are makeshift structures with 
dirt floors and often just a 
tarp as a wall or roof. Not 
hard to imagine, there is a 
sense of forlorn and abandon- 
ment there. Fitzgerald was 
glad to be a part of something 
that sent them a different 
message. 

“We wanted to show the peo- 
ple there that they are cared 
for and not alone,” Fitzgerald 
said. He feels a new sense of 
appreciation for his life here 
now too. “These people have 
nothing. I know now that all 
you really need is family and 
friends. We are very lucky 


here in the United States.” 

Days ran long for him and 
the rest of the volunteer 
group. A typical working day 
meant at least twelve hours, 
and usually it was more,

Within the UMass Lowell 
women’s soccer program, 
there is a sense of focus, pur- 
pose and resolve - typical for 
this time of year. On the out- 
side, there is some curiosity 
and maybe even a slight drop 
of expectation. 

It’s understandable. The 
team graduated perhaps the 
best goalkeeper in the coun- 
try, the majority of its best 
defense and one of its top 
scorers. 

In the program’s 15 seasons, 
UMass Lowell never relin- 
quished fewer goals or scored 
more over the last four years, 
over which it posted a 41-24-14 
record and advanced to the 
NCAA ‘Tournament three 
times, 

UMass Lowell opens the 
season at the American 
International College 
Tournament Thursday, Sept. 
4 against C.W. Post (7:30) and 
Saturday against Bridgeport 
(7:30). 

The River Hawks play one 
home match (against two- 
time NCAA semifinalist Saint 
Rose) in their first six dates. 

Translated, they will be test- 
ed immediately. 

Despite UMass Lowell’s sub- 
stantial graduation losses, 
the River Hawks were tabbed 
to finish third in the 
Northeast-10 Conference 
Preseason Coaches Poll, 
indicative of the amount of 
respect the program has 
earned over recent years. 

They will miss the goalkeep- 
ing of Jamie Gillis, a first 
team All-American last sea- 
son who played every minute 
of every match in four years. 
Gillis had a stellar wall in 
front of her in All-American 


Kathleen Strazzere of 
Wilmington, as well as 
Colleen Fitzpatrick, of 
Tewksbury, and Jenna 
McIntosh, 


Up front, Kelly Soper com- 
piled 11 goals and nine assists 
over the last three seasons, 
including four and four last 
season. 

But make no mistake: The 
River Hawks expect to be 
very good this year. 

“We graduated a very influ- 
ential class,” said Head 
Coach Elie Monteiro, who is 
entering his ninth season. 
“EveFy one of those players 
in that class played a major 
part in moving the program 
forward. They left a legacy 
that will be hard to follow. 
They also left a blue print 
that can be copied with hard 
work and effort which is what 
our current group of players 
will try to emulate.” 

UMass Lowell has strength 
and experience on all three 
lines, particularly up front 
where sophomore Taylor 
Hartmann (Feeding Hills, 
Mass.) and senior Brianne 
Bozzella (Wilmington, 
Mass.) should resume where 
they left off. 

Hartmann, named to the 
2009 NE-10 All-Rookie Team, 
compiled seven goals and two 
assists while Bozzella added 
six goals and four assists. 

In the midfield, junior 
Maddy Bissaillon (Merrimac, 
Mass.) and senior Ella 
Merullo (Wakefield, Mass.), 
both All-Conference stand- 
outs in 2009, bring a wealth of 
experience and leadership 
following magnificent sea- 
sons, Bissaillon chipped in a 
pair of goals and set up six 
others (a team high). 

With three goals and four 
assists, Merullo expertly con- 
trolled the left side offensive- 
ly and defensively. Perhaps 


Cramer (Marlboro, Mass.) 
will look to have an immedi- 
ate impact in the middle after 


eighth grade), three-time all- 
state and two-time confer- 
ence most valuable player at 
Marlboro HS. 

Freshman Sara Sequeira 
(Lowell, Mass.) could also 
figure in after an all-confer- 
ence career at Greater Lowell 
Tech, which saw her earn 
Commonwealth Confrence 
MVP honors as a senior; 
while freshman Sarah Raye 
(Salem, NH) comes to Lowell 
after a three-year all-state 
career at Salem H.S. 

“We've gained more ability 
in the midfield, which will 
help us continue to improve 
our possession game,” 
Monteiro noted. "That is key 
to how we want to play.” 

Unquestionably, defense is 
where the River Hawks feel a 
sense of urgency, but with 
senior NE-10 all-star Michelle 
LaMar (Billerica, Mass.), 
expected to start her fourth 
year, UMass Lowell can still 
rank among the top teams in 
the NE-10. 

LaMar, along with Gillis, 
Strazzere, Fitzpatrick and 
McIntosh, helped lead the 
River Hawks to several 
school records, among them 
shutouts (14) and fewest 
goals conceded in a season. 

In fact, the aforementioned 
were instrumental in Gillis 
establishing the NCAA 
Division II record of consecu- 
tive shutout minutes (1,333), 
a stretch which lasted more 
than six weeks. 

“Our major challenge will 
be to replace the three out of 
our back four in addition to 
Jamie,” said Monteiro.

protect local aid and services. 

As state senator, I will continue to fight to fix the education 
funding formula that determines how much our local school dis- 
tricts receive. In the FY 2011 budget, I fought for a comprehen- 
sive review of Chapter 70 and asked that al] communities be 
brought to their target aid level within five years. As a result, a 
study of the equity of Chapter 70 and how to implement getting 
all communities to their targeted aid amount is underway. 

I fought and won to have Massachusetts tax credits put 
online so we can assess whether these credits are creating jobs 
within Massachusetts. If not, the money can be redirected to 
our cities and towns and to the small businesses in our commu- 
nities to create local revenue streams and jobs. I am a staunch 
advocate for reducing health insurance costs for municipalities, 
businesses and families. I successfully fought for legislation 
that allows small businesses to form associations to reduce 
insurance costs that are crippling small businesses and the self 
employed. With insurance relief, businesses will be in a better 
position to expand; creating jobs and local revenues. 


Q: What are your feelings on casino gambling in the 
Commonwealth? 


A: I voted in support of casinos in 2010. While casinos will 
never be the cornerstone of our economy, they mean 15,000 jobs 
and significant local aid revenue to support our local schools, 
police, fire and infrastructure. 

The bill that was proposed in 2008 did not have any guaran- 
tees for this type of local aid. I had been elected less than a 
week when this vote came up, and I had campaigned on the 
issue that any expanded gaming must protect local aid. When 
the casino bill came before the legislature without protection 
for local aid, 1 voted against it. 

Two years later, the economy is in crisis and people are des- 
perate for new jobs. The 2010 casino bill provided an opportuni- 
ty to create new jobs and significant new revenue while protect 
ing local aid. Not only were revenues directed to our commu- 
nities, but I was able to change the bill to require any new edu- 
cation revenues from gaming to be in addition to what the state 
was currently spending on our schools. 

Building casinos is not a panacea to our financial problems, 
but they will create jobs and bring in millions of dollars of rev- 
enue that our communities desperately need. I have kept an

The film has terrific per- 
formances, more humor 
than you would expect in 
this type of film, a few gen- 
uine scares - and a terrible 
ending, one that all-too-eas- 
ily and nicely wraps things 
up in a neat little bow 
before the credits roll.

before, but it cheapens the 
experience.

Q: Local municipal departments are always being asked to 
make cuts during budget time - What cuts could you recom- 
mend be made to the state budget? Are there any taxes, 
departments, or services that you feel could be scaled back? 


A; I am committed to making sure that our limited public 
resources do the most possible good in our communities. I want 
to ensure that government is working for us and have fought to 
open the books of the legislature itself. This fight paid off when 
the House passed the FY budget and included a workable 
transparency model in Massachusetts. 

I co-sponsored a provision of the budget that will create a 
public online database that discloses how taxpayer money is 
spent in Massachusetts. Massachusetts will now join 32 other 
states that publish details of the state budget online. This is a 
great tool for everyone to assess our spending and whether our 
funding priorities are in the right place. We cannot manage 
what we cannot measure, and this is a powerful tool to work 
with the public and other parts of state government to ensure 
our hard earned tax dollars are being used effectively and effi- 
ciently. I also successfully fought to include tax credit informa- 
tion online. This will allow us to assess what we spend in tax 
credits and make sure they are going to companies that are cre- 
ating jobs here in Massachusetts not shipping them overseas or 
out of state, 

By including this online budget tracking system in the budg- 
et, Massachusetts is increasing the openness, visibility and 
accessibility of the budget process. Not only is this good govern- 
ment practice, but hopefully will identify areas where: we can 
save money and redirect resources to programs and communi- 
ties to create jobs and fund our critical local services. 


Q: What are your feelings regarding the Common Core 
education standards recently adopted by the state? How do 
they compare with the previous standards? 

In Massachusetts, we lead the nation in our standards and 
student achievement. To make sense for Massachusetts, nation- 
al standards must provide the flexibility to meet our students’ 
changing needs and foster innovation. I do not think national 
standard will impact Massachusetts as much as other states. 
We already have some of the top standards in the country, and 
we also consistently perform number one in the nation in stu- 
dent evaluation and performance. 

My concern with the national standards for Massachusetts is 
whether we will have enough flexibility to address student 
achievement as we see necessary. We must also ensure that the 
Common Core standards do not result in a costly reworking of 
its curriculum to meet a uniform, but not necessarily higher, 
standard. Communities simply cannot afford to make substan- 
tial curriculum adjustments. We already have curriculum 
frameworks that are aligned with our current standardized test- 
ing and standards - which are top in the country. I don’t want 
to see us spend our scarce resources changing curriculum to 
meet a national standard that might not really have improve- 
ment for our students.

CANDIDATE RESPONSES: 

Q: It seems like local officials across the Commonwealth 
are bracing themselves for future cuts to Local Aid. What will 
you do to help keep the funds flowing to this Senate district? 


A: In order for our cities and towns to perform their essen- 
tial government services — educating our students, providing for 
our seniors, funding our police and firefighters and other first 
responders — we need to ensure that they can count on fair and 
reliable local aid from the Legislature. Our local aid funding 
has been too unpredictable for too long, which often results in 
too much budgetary uncertainty in communities like Reading. 

It's time for the Legislature to get to work. I will work, from 
day one, to bring businesses back to our district and to get peo- 
ple back to work. First, I will introduce legislation that will 
deliver highly targeted tax breaks and incentives that will 
encourage our business community to start hiring and expand- 
ing again. We must move people off the unemployment rolls 
and back onto the tax rolls. This will bring more revenue into 
the system and protect local aid. Second, I will work to pass the 
casino bill, which will open up a dedicated stream of revenue 
for local aid. 1 will work -to bring fiscal responsibility back to 
the State House, Finally, we must revisit the manner in which 
we deliver government services and programs, some of which 
have not been examined in decades, to make sure that our 
money is actually being used effectively and efficiently. 


Q: What are your feelings on casino gambling in the 
Commonwealth? 


A: Lam incredibly disappointed in the Legislature's complete 
failure on this issue. 

Instead of playing political games that directly affect the 
welfare of our families and our cities and towns, the Legislature 
should get back to work and pass this legislation. In 2008, the 
Legislature overwhelmingly rejected the casino legislation, 
because the Speaker was opposed to it. In 2010, with a new 
Speaker of the House in favor, the Legislature overwhelmingly 
approved gaming. We need elected officials who will stand and 
fight for our communities, regardless of what Leadership dic- 
tates. Because of the lack of urgency in the State House, our 
communities are now left wondering whether they'll ever get 
the local aid relief promised by increased casino revenue and 
unemployed trade workers anxiously await the possibility of 
their first job in two, sometimes three years. 

The debate on gaming should not have paralyzed or stalled 
other important legislation, but it did: I will vote for resort casi- 
nos and limited slots, but the fact that this legislation is still 
unsettled is yet another example of failed leadership. 

Q: Local municipal departments are always being asked to 
make cuts during budget time - What cuts could you recom- 
mend be made to the state budget? Are there any taxes, 
departments, or services that you feel could be scaled back? 

A: My primary focus will be to get people back to work and 
get our storefronts filled again. I will propose tax credits for 
businesses that hire currently unemployed individuals, and I 
will propose moving the Commonwealth's money out of banks 
that enjoy the benefit of that money but refuse to extend loans 
or lines of credit to our communities. This is the best way to 
raise revenue to pay for essential state programs like our 
schools and our fire, police and other town departments. I will 
also be open to having discussions about any budgetary revi- 
sions that will allow the state government to ease the revenue 
burden that too often gets passed down to our cities and towns. 


Q:What are your feelings regarding the Common Core edu- 
cation standards recently adopted by the state? How do they 
compare with the previous standards? 

If we want Massachusetts to be an economic leader in the 
2ist century, our children need to be able to compete for jobs in 
a new global economy, which means we need to invest in our 
schools and strengthen our standards. 

While Common Core marks a departure from the 
Commonwealth’s previous standards, they do not inhibit our 
ability to innovate in the classroom and do not prohibit us from 
exceeding baseline national standards. That's why I accept the 
Common Core standards as well as the $250 million in federal 
funding that comes with them. 

However, when we discuss nationalized standards and the 
MCAS, we cannot limit the conversation to simply accepting the 
premise that standardized tests and curricula are the only 
measures of our education system and our children. Our dia- 
logue must focus on how we can best educate the whole 
child.

A: In terms of the state budget, I think it’s important to do | 
a top-to-bottom review of all state programs and services. We 
need to identify what's working and what’s not, and we should 
try to consolidate programs and departments whenever possi- | 
ble to eliminate waste and duplication. 

One of the areas of government that should be scrutinized | 
more closely are the dozens of quasi-public state agencies that 
many people have never even heard of before. These agencies | 
operate out of the public eye with little oversight or accounta- | 
bility to the taxpayers. This is where you'll find multiple | 
employees making six-figure salaries and enjoying generoys 
benefits, so there needs to be more transparency. 

I also think we should pursue additional pension reforms to | 
prevent individuals from gaming the system to secure 
enhanced benefits they don’t deserve.

Progress (NAEP) test: Massachusetts students were the first to 
earn top marks in all four test categories in 2006, and did it 
again in 2007 and 2009, beating every other state in the country.

What concerns me is we're abandoning our proven high 
standards and replacing them with an untested set of stan> 
dards, and we're ceding local control over the education of oy 
children.

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ing, electronics, ete.) and the 
things they need (gas for the 
car). 

While a teenager should be 
given some leeway, parents 
should encourage kids to save 
for college or big-ticket items 
in the future. Oftentimes, kids 
feel like they aren't making a 
bundle of money, so that 
makes it all disposable 
income. However, opening a 
savings or checking account 
can help kids amass savings 
and see just how much they 
could be saving instead of 
spending. 

In addition to bringing in 
money and teaching responsi- 
bilities, jobs can also help 
teenagers acquire new skills. 
Be it an after-school or sum- 
mer job, the position could 
expose children to new com- 
puter, machinery or clerical 
skills, or even plant a seed for 
a potential career down the 
road. 

Once kids are deemed 
ready to work, parents should 
encourage the submission of 
applications to places teens 
might be interested in. 
Include a resume with past 
experience — even if it is 
mowing lawns. Some great 
first-job opportunities include 
working in libraries, fast-food 
chains, restaurants, movie 
theaters, retail stores, and 
summer camps. 

When teenagers score that 
initial interview, offer help in 
preparing for that meeting 
but let kids dictate how much 
assistance parents give. 
Teach kids about the impor- 
tance of appearance and 
punctuality, as well as the 
value of being articulate dur- 
ing job interviews. 

Discuss how a teenager's 
skills might translate into the 
job market. For example, a 
child used to cooking dinner 
for the family might be an 
ideal fit for the restaurant 
business, while a voracious 
reader might be a perfect fit 
for the local library. 


Problems that might 
impede kids' sleep 


sleeping disorders aren't exclusive to adults and could neg- 
atively impact a child's ability to get a good night's rest. 


options serving include lighter dinners, eliminating nap 
time or reducing its length (an hour or less) and reserving 
the bed for sleeping, not hanging out and watching televi- 
sion or doing homework. 


Night terrors: Night terrors’ are similar to nightmares 
and typically occur in children between the ages of 3 to 12, 
Characterized by periods of intense crying and fear, an 
average episode lasts 1 to 2 minutes (though an episode can 
continue for up to 30 minutes). However, night terrors are 
typically not recalled by the child the next day. 


Night terrors can be especially hard on everyone 
involved, as a child will appear genuinely terrified even 
though they are asleep. Frequent and recurring, night ter- 
rors are also often accompanied by an elevated heart rate, 
an increased breathing rate, and heavy sweating. While 
there is no uniform cause of night terrors, stressful life 
events, fever, trouble sleeping, and certain medications that 
affect the nervous system might be causes, 


Sleepwalking (somnambulism): Somnambulism is the 
technical term for "sleepwalking." A sleepwalking episode is 
when a child sits up in bed with their eyes open, but in real- 
ity is not seeing anything. Children can remain in bed dur- 
ing an episode, or get up and walk around. Episodes are 
more common in male school-aged children and some 
episodes might include a child actually leaving the home.. 


Certain things act as indicators of a sleepwalking 
episode, which can take parents by surprise. Glassy eyes 
that are more fixated than attentive and a blank stare in the 
eyes, as opposed to normal eye movement, are two common 
symptoms. When speaking to a child who is sleepwalking, 
parents can expect a response to be slow and not necessar- 
ily coherent. Similar to night terrors, a child is not likely to 
recall a sleepwalking episode unless they're woken up while 
it's going on. 


Nocturnal Enuresis: Typically a normal part of bladder 
control development, nocturnal enuresis (bedwetting) is 
common among children ages 4 and under. Primary noctur- 
nal enuresis, however, is bedwetting that occurs in children 
over the age of 5 or 6. In such cases, children cannot consis- 
tently stay dry at night, and this could be the result of sev- 
eral factors. 


Since bedwetting is not an intentional act, it might be 
due to delayed growth and development, low levels of 
ADH(antidiuretic hormone), social or psychological factors, 
or simply a small bladder capacity. In some cases, children 
sleep so soundly they simply don't wake up when they need 
to relieve themselves. 


Sleeping disorders are never intentional, as no child 
wants to have trouble sleeping. Punishment or shaming 
children will not help the problem, and could very well 
make it worse. Instead, consult your child's physician if you 
suspect your child has a sleeping disorder.

Home prices rise in 17 cities in June 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Home prices rose 
in June for a third straight month as now- 
expired tax credits inspired a burst of 
home-buying. But prices are expected to 
fall through the rest of the year now that 
demand has faded. 


The Standard & Poor's/Case-Shiller 
city home price index released Tuesdit 
posted a 1 percent increase in June from 
May and was up 4.2 percent from a year 
ago. 


Home prices nationally were up 4.8 per- 
cent in the second quarter compared with 
the first quarter. That was largely because 
buyers could take advantage of government 
tax credits of up to $8,000. 


Home sales have dropped sharply since 
those incentives expired. Lending standards 
remain tight and unemployment is stuck 
near double digits. 


Seventeen cities showed price gains on a 
monthly basis. The biggest monthly price 
increases were in Chicago, Detroit and 


oOo 


Minneapolis. Prices rose 2.5 percent in each 
of those cities from a month earlier. Prices 
in Seattle and Phoenix were flat on a 
monthly basis. Home prices in Las Vegas 
fell 0.6 percent. 


Nationally, prices have risen 6 percent 
from their April 2009 bottom. But they 
remain 28 percent below their July 2006 


peak. 


Prices are widely expected to fall in the 
second half of the year. Sales of previously 
occupied homes plunged in July to the low- 
est level in 15 years, despite the lowest 
mortgage rates in decades and bargain 
prices in many areas. 


As sales have slowed, the inventory of 
unsold homes on the market has grown, At 
the current sales pace, it would take more 
than a year to exhaust the unsold inventory, 
compared with a healthy level of about six 
months. When unsold homes sit on the mar- 
ket, sellers are forced to lower their asking 
prices.
